It generally is estimated that rye 
has a feeding value about 10 per cent 
lower than that of com when feU to 
fattening hogs.

Some feed such as tankage, skim 
milk or shorts should bo fed la con- 
nection with tbe rye.

MEADOW LARK HATS MANY FARM PESTS

May is the month when the meadow 
lark does some of its best work In 
aiding the farmer, for that Is whtn 
the cutworms hegla their aaroer, and 
this little bird devours tiMm by thou- 
. anda. It also eata many eaterptllars. 
and la the same month these crea- 
tures form over 24 per cent of \\» 
whole diet. CaterplUars wfeteh are 
ground feeders are often overlooked 
)>y birds which habitually frequent 
trees, but they do not escape the 
meadow lark. Ants, wasps, spiders, 
and chiaeh buBs are other harmful 
pests eaten by this feathered friend 
of haaanlty. 

In 1,B14 stomachs of the meadow 
lark examined, animal food (practi- 
cally aH insects) 'constituted 74 per 
cent of the contents and vegetable 
matter 26 per cent. As ifould natu- 
rally be supposed, the Inaceta were 
rround speclea, as beetlee, bbga, grass- 
hoppers and caterpillars, with a few 
flies and waape and spiders. A num- 
ber of the stomaeha were collected 
whan t|M granad waa eoveaed with 
snow, bat evea these contaWed a 
large pareaatage of Insects, showing 
the bird's skill ia finding proper food 
under adverse circumstances. 

Of the various Insects {aten, crick- 
ets and grasshoppers are the most Im- 
portant, constituting 26 per cent of 
the food of the year and 72 per cent 
of the food in August It is scarcely 
necessary to mention the beneflcial 
effect of a number of these birds on 
a field of grass in the height of the 
grasshopper season. Of the 1,514 
t^tomacbs collected at all aaaeons of 
the year, 778, or more than baU. con- 
tained remains of grasshoppers, ami 
one was filled with fragments of 37 
of thp-e Insects. This seems to show 
couclu^:lvely that grasshoppers are 
preferred, and are eaten whenever 
they can be found. Especially nota- 
ble Is the great number taken In .\u- 
pust, the mouth when grasshoiipers 
reach their niaxluium abinidance. 

Next to grasshoppers, beetles niaUe 
up the most important Item uf tlii> 
meadow larlc's food, amounting to 
26 p«r cent, about one-half of which 
are predaceous ground beetles. The 
others are of harmful species. 

Forty-two Individuals of different 
kinds of .May beetles were found In 
the stomachs of meadow larks, and 
there were probably many more which 
were past recognition. To this form 
an<l sev. ral closely allied ones bolong 
the nuuierous white grubs, which are 
amotiK the worst enemies to many 
cultivated crops, notably grasses and 
grains, atul to a less extent strawber- 
ries and Karden vegetables In the 
larval stage they eat the roots of 
these plants, and being large, one In- 
dividual may destroy several plantK. 
Ia the adult stage they feed upon the 
tallage of trees and other iilants, and 
la this way add to the duina>:i- whieb 
they began in the earlliT furui As 
these enemies of husl)aiidrv are not 
easily (lcstri)> I'd hy niuii, !t is (.bviuua- 
ly wise to eiicouram- llieir natural 
foes.

meadow lark's food consists of harm- 
ful Insects; its vegetable food is com- 
posed either of noxious weeds or 
wa.ste srain, and the remainder Is 
made up of useful beetles or neutral 
insects and spiders. A strong point 
In the bird's favor Is that, although 
naturally an insect eater, It Is able 
to siibsLst on vecetatile food, ar.d ci.n- 
sequently is not forced to mii;r.Tte in 
cold weather farther than is necessary 
to find t;niuiid.s free Iroiii huow. 

The eastern meadow lark is a com- 
mon and well-known bird, occurring 
from the Atlantic coast to the great 
plains, where it pives way to the 
closely-related western species, which 
extends thence westward to the Pa- 
cific. It winters from our southern 
border as far north as the District of 
Columbia, southern Illinois, and oc- 
casionally Iowa. The western form 
winters somewhat farther north. Al- 
though It is a bird of the iilains, and 
tlnds its most congenial haunts in the 
prairies of the \\'est, it is at home 
wherever there is level or undulating 
land covered with grass orHroedSh 
with plenty of water at hand.

r.rLO person does not seem 
to reali;:i' how many good cattle die 
from foreign bodies such as Balls and 
pieces uf wire that pasa from the 

second stomach forward In the 
heart sac. More cattle, particularly 
those which are kept up around the 
cities, pick up foreign bodies in their 
food and these are nearly always de- 
posited in the second stomach. This 
stomach lle.s ju«t hack of the dia- 
phragm, whereas the heart lies Just in 
front and on the opposite side of this 
partiiiiin. Consequently, It one Of these 
sharp bodies starts forward, owing to 
the mov<;ment8 of the stomach. It la 
very apt to pierce the heart sac. This 
carries infection and the heart sac 
tills with pus: tlrially after some weeks 
ur even mon;Iis the animal shows 
8ymi)tonis of disease and dies, even 
without the owner knowing the real 
cause of the ditllculty. 

I'revenlhjn is not easy, but more 
care should he taken to see that the 
cattle do nol eat out of the mani,'i r-s 
or in f«'ed lots where there are many 
nails and pie( es of wire. It is not at 
all unconiniim to lind twenty ttvi- or 
thirty nails in the blomach of a cov,'.

Franoe Has Always Bean in the l.ead 
In Recognising the Servleee ef 
the Fair Sax. 



Seldom in the world's history have 
women been decorated for valor on the 
battlefield, for the simple reason that 
opportunities for deeds which would 
earn them i^uch decorations are very 
few. .Nevertheless, instances can be 
found, and nowhere more than In 
France, where the heroic woman 
little to complain of as regards publ 
recognition of her servic.es 

Since Napoleon founded the Crosa 
of the Legion of Honor on May 19, 
1802, probably a score or more wom- 
en have been decorated for personal 
brw^ery in wartase, but unfortunately 
only oae or two ot their names .tave 
been preaerved. as the palace of the 
Legion d'Honneur was burned during 
the eommuaa and all recorda ware de- 
etroyed. f 

Napoleon decorated at least seven 
women for valor. The chief of thaso 
waa Anne Blget (Soear Martha), who 
waa a sister of mercy, and earned the 
Crosa of Legion of iionor for her de- 
votion to the sick and wounded. In tha 
careg>f whom she risked her Ufa con- 
stantly. Tha other women on whom * 
Napoleon bestowed the cross were 
disciples of Joan of Arc. who ahared 
the parlla and hardships of their men 
folk; enlisting aad flgbtlng gallantly. 

Another woman earned the decorv 
tlon for valor when France was fight-^ 
ins Germany In 1870. Mile. Dodu, a/ 
postmistress at Plthviers, a villa 
which had fallea into the hands of taT^ 
invaders, destroyed a message which 
she bad been ordered to transmit For 
this aha waa conri-martialed by tha 
Germans and condemned to death. On 
thu arrival of Prince Frederic it. how- 
ever, she was released, the prince him. 
self eouipllKPntlng her on her couragab

The daatraotion of horsea la tha 
countries now at war Is enormous, and 
when peace la declared and for many 
years thereafter there will no doubt 
b» a great demand for*horses for agri- 
cultural and other work. The farmer 
w ho haa anrplaa boraoa at that time 
will be In a posltloB to ohtata good 
prices. 

The United Statea department of 
agriculture baa recently distributed 
throughout the cotton belt Informa- 
tion regarding hone and mule raiding 
in the South, which should be of use 
to cotton gfowars whose crop has 
been affected by the preaent crisis, 
and who oow wlah to diversify their 
farming baeanae of this. These farm- 
ers are advised partjouiarly to keep 
their beat marea to work on the farm 
and raise colta at the same time. They 
will than be able to ralae horaea for 
thehr own woA aa wall aa to take ad- 
vantaae of tha homo aad (oralgB oiar- 
kets. 

Many brood maroa are ororworked, 
while many other* aia kept too cloae- 
ly confined. The mare may be safely 
worked to within two weeks of foaling 
if good care la used to ^ee that she 
la not overworked or Injured In some 
Other way. It is not unusual for 
maraa which have baea worked to the 
date Of taallac to foal avaeaaatully. H

There need be no 
radical charge in the feed, except that 
the ration of tile mare should be 
IlKbtened shortly before foaling and 
made more laxative. For this purpose 
an addition of bran and a decrease of 
other ^raiu feeds is very satisfactory. 

When the mare is again put to work 
the f(iiil may either be loft In the 
stable or allowed to follow If left 
in the stabli' It will be ne( es>ary to 
return tlie mure in the middle i f the 
forenoon and llk-wlse in llie after- 
noon (or the colt to suck, .Never allow 
the f(ial to suck when the mare is 
Very warm, for the milk ai that time 
i» (juite apt to cause digestive disor- 
ders in the colt. Tho foal should be 
allowed acc- ss to the dam s Krain in 
crder that it riia> learn to eat as 
Hoou as pc-i-itde. 'i'he foal may be 
weani'd at •^i.x months of a^ie, and if 
it \m.i lire vioii.sly been eatinj; grain, 
no great se b.u k will occur, 'l ln' mare

Care of the Foal After Weaning. 

As exerelge is of prime iniporiance 
for the proper devolopnienl of young 
aolmals the toal should have pasture 
era paddock in which to exercise. .Xc- 
ceaa to a barn or shed .■iiouid be pru- 
rldad aa a protection against storms. 

The feed of the foal may be si'nilar 
to that which the mare was receiving 
before the toal was weaned The 
weaned foal should have two to three 
pounds of grain per day and what 
hay It will eat. A grain mlzturo con- 
slstlng of two parts of ground oats, 
two parte of corn meal and one part 
of wheat bran, by weight, may ba fed.

mlnoua haya, It oC a good qoaUty. auch 
as altalfh elorar, aad cowpea hay, aro 
good for tho foaL Aa tha foal hecomea 
older a mora liberal grain ration 
should be proTidad. A yearllag foal, 
to grow properly, will need four or Ave 
pounds of grain per day la addition 
to what hay will be eaten. 

There la no single factor In agricul- 
tural production on the aTorage fhrm 
that la of greater Importaaoa than 
good borae or mule power. Thla pow 
er can usually be famished more 
cheaply by the production of needed 
animals in that particular locality 
than by purchasing them from remote 
localities. In home prodnetlon there 
la also the added advantage of pos- 
sessing animals which are thoroughly 
accllmatlied. Therefore If you are 
the owner of a good mare do not fait 
to breed her either to a good atalllon 
or a good jack. 

If the mare la . of the light type, 
bread her to a good atalllon of one 
of the light breeds; and it of a draft 
type, breed her to a draft atalllon. 
The progeny of a light mare bred to a 
draft atalllon or of a draft mara to 
a light stallloa la uaually a nondescript 
that la not fitted to any particular 
field aad will not command the price 
of either a hlgh«lasa light or a high- 
claaa draft horae. By the light type 
U meant horses of the BUndardbred. 
noroughbred, Americaa Saddle, and 
similar braeda: by the draft type is 
meant horrisa o< the Poreheron, Bel- 
gian, Shlra, Clydoadala and almilar 
breada. la hr aad la g to a Jack, mares 
of almoat any kind may ba uaed if 
sound, the boat mulea. as a rule, be- 
ing produced fh>m the mares with the 
moat wel^t and flniah. The produc- 
tion of inferior aniaMUa of any kind Is 
seldom profltabla.

Communities Having Advantage of Im- 
proved Highways Can Afford to 
Build Better Buildings. 

That good roads maferlally affect 
the county school Hv.^ietu has been re- 
peatedly demonstrated. In stales 
where the roads are kept up well the 
attendance at school Is so per cent a.s 
against 64 percent in st.ites wliere the 
roads are neglected and are in bad 
condition. Improved roads make it 
poasible to consolidate or centralize 
the sehools ami to establish graded 
schools In the rural districts. Such 
schools centrally .located w ill accom- 
modate ail of the children within a ra- 
dius of from four to five miles In 
many communities having the advan- 
tage of good roads, commodious build- 
ini;s have be^n provided, more com- 
petent teachers have been employed 
and modern facilities for teaching 
have been suppliea at a minimuDKCOKt 
There are about two thousand cota-oli 
dated niral aehools in the L'nltcd 
States, and it is algnittcaul to note 
that the states that have made the 
greatest progress in the ImUding and 
maintenance of good roads have the 
largest schools. No community can 
afford not to have good roads and 
w here a few enterprising citlsens will 
tuke the lead the results can be real 
ized.
